The Week's Business,

While the week just ended has  boen
marked with no very important events in
trade cireles and no chunges in prices have
oceurred beyond the usuanl slight luctuations,
there has been a very marked inerease in the
volume of business done as shown by reports
from lewding jobbers in the city,  Dry goods
moen are busy taking orders for carly spring
delivery with marked suceess, one flrm re-
porting an incresse of npearly 8 per cent
during the past six Jdays. Grocoeries are
moving some better thun heretofore and
country merchants are already beginning to
replenish their stocks prepavatory to the
opening of the spring season, The feeling
among wholesale men who are dealers in
this line concerning the outlook is one of
confldence, nnd great results are anticipated
this season.  Heavy hardware s picking up
and trade is quite brisk for this thme of the

year. Agricultural imploment dealers are
oW lrﬂLi:u-mg to flll orders which are
already being recaived, and there 18 no good

reason to doubt that there will be a good bus-
iness doite in this line, The popuiation of
the state hias been greatly increased during
the past year by threifty immigrants, who
have taken up or purchased farms, and, hoy-
ing completed the preliminary arrangements,
are now rendy to begin work in good carnest
and veguire plows, harvows, ete, in order to
enable them to do so,  Boot and shoe men
report a good business, especinlly in the line
of rubber goods, one Hrm stating  that the
silos in this line during the wintar have ex-
ceeded  those of  last by ab  least
15 per  eent. Orders  for  spring
business seems to bo on the increase and
pricos on o fow lines are bocoming slizhtly
firmor, General merchandise is practically
Inthe sume condition ns 1t was at the elose of
the preceding week, Lumber, which has
been quict for some time, is, however, begin- 4
ning o move o little more freely and country
orders are beginning to be received.  Dealers
are replenishing their stocks in anticipation
of an immense teide season, it being gen
erally uuderstood that the building record of
15855 will be equal if not greater than thot of
1587, Coal continues steady at former prices,
although some slight changes may be antici-
puted soon,  Spirits remain steady at the ad-
vanue noted last week, but another change is
looked for soon.

For the Season.

EASYERN FINANCES EASIER.

Forelgn Funds Plenty and Rates of In-
terest Low—New York Stooks
Rather Quiet—Provisions

nbout the same condition as noted during the
past two or three weeks, There s no par-
ticular demand from any source for dis-
counts, yot Lankers experience little dift-
culty in placing all thelr avallable fuuds,
They have loaned ¢onsiderablo money ox-
tendingg dnto the spring months, consequently
they have not as much romdy money at com-
mund o8 they had some thine ago, As i riule
bankers horotofore huve had an urgent de-
mand for money during the winter season, as
rain usually seoumulated at the large. ship:

tions. Recont atorma have interfered groatly
with business of all kinds, and shippers aro
begiuning to move produce sgnin from smalloe
points,  Merchants in tho wholesale teade
presented considerable paper for discount,
some in tho way of rencwal, owing to bucks
wardness in colleetions i some sections,
Rates of interest were steady, and unchanged,
and good names wnd cholce collnterals are
remdily sceepted at B per cent on call or time,
while small loans o purtics not rogular cus-
tomers of the banks, command BT per
cent,  Outside loans commaund 7 per cent,

Reports from castern Hooncinl conters in-
dicate a little more onsiness in tho money
market, but no particular ohiuge to pote in
interest rates,  Prime mercantile paper com-
mands b T per cont. Advices from abrond
are alse more fuvorable to the borrowing
interest.  Mouney I8 apparently plenty and
rates of interest low, New York exchangs
wais in fair supply during the past weoke ana
the demand was moderately active. . Sulos
between banks wore nuudo at Hotde pre-
mium per #1000, and the market closed
steady at 3¢, Foreign exchonge was in
light request during the past woeek and offer-
ings were fawe.  The market was weak and
sules wers made ot lower Hgures,  Shippors
sixty days documentary bills on London
changed  hands at .52 00828 and closed
steady ot #0820 (w0 8524y,

Stocks In New York wero inelined to qulet-
ness during the wenk just closed, and the
market was week,  Trading was conflned
lirgely o Wall steeet operators,  the outside
public apparently taking little interest in
stocks. Hoports of the earnings of loading
railroads are loas favorably than some timo
ago, which may bo  attributed to severo
storma and the competition in freight rates
in most  scctions, purticularly in the west,
Foreign operntors were less anxious to tuke
hold and in most cases were on the selling
side of the market, Prices ruled somewhat
irregular, and for tho principal stocks s re-
duction was submitted to. Western stocks
wore the woskest.  Aggrogate sales on the
New York stock excliange for the week wore
P20, 000 sTures,

Trading hus showna lttle more life in pro-
duce cireles during the past woek, but chiefly
in & spooulative way. Daily clianges in
prices were slight and fluctuntions for the
week wore conflned within o narrow range,
Recently of wgrmin and  live  stock
have been inerensed somoewhut, ns the rail-
rouds in some sections of the west have been
reopened and the snow  blockade removed,
but are still moderate for the scason of the
vear. Shipments to enstern markets have
been only fair, as buyoers of gram have been
wiutching the upsottled feeling in freights
and anxiously looking for o reduction,  Con-
cassions in oxport rates have encourasged an
Inerease in the movoment of dour, grain and
provisions to foreign marts, but the agpre-
pate is still lght, Advices from foroign
markets have been unfuvorable to holders of

rain, us supplics are liboral ond ayers
mcekward whout purchosing at present prices,
'he same is true of hog products with tho
exception of lard,

The markets during the week have shown
congiderable nervousness and  changes in
prices were made on slight influences.  Grain
exhibits a littlo strength early in the week,
but outsido prices were not supported.  Pros
visions were easy varly, owing to the largo
receipts of hogs, but vallied later on the re-
port of stocks on hand,  Speculative trading
centers dealt almost exclusively in May de-
livery, trading in the near futures boing re-
stricted to parties desiving to even up their
trades or to transfer them ahead.  Trading
beyond Mny is gradunlly 1-xh-udln|{.
